The 
wife and children aro hero in gicnt 
triniblo and in destitute circitni.staneus, 
and how they would Imvo luaimged to 
live hud it not been for the generous 
lioln given thoin by those whose Byiti- 
patliy they won, it would be liaril to 
say. They are still in Victoria, and us 
yot nothing has been lieard of the iib.suiit 
husband.

The eariiingH per piisseii^er jicr mile 
for the ]jasl year were 1,7!) cents, mid 
per ton of freight per mile I.OL' cents us 
compared with l.D.Sand I.Oli respective- 
ly for ly,S7. The decrease in the rate per 
pa.s.senger per mile was chielly, if not 
entirely, due to the large increase in 
iniiiiiij'ration to the Xurlliwcst and Brit- 
ish (.oluiiibiu, as compareil with the 
previous 3'ear, the imniignints being 
(tarried ut exceeding low rates. The 
results of the past year's working have 
not ])roven so satisfactory as was antici- 
pated at the date of the" last annual re- 
port. This was mainly diii! to the ex- 
ceedingly light crop of Ontario in 18S7. 
Nearly all uf that crop was moved before 
the close of the year in which it wa.s luii - 
vosted, loiiving but little to be carried in 
1888. Ontario, in point of trallic, is equal 
to nearly half of the entire Dominion. 
A croj) failure there is a most serious 
matter, atiecting as it does the passen- 
ger trallic and trado generally. Tlie 
deficiency in Ontario wa.s fortiiiiatelv 
made good by the developing of the 
business along tlie main lino uiid of the 
through traffic from the Pacific Coast, 
but the through tratfic liad to be car- 
ried at rates ati'ording u comparatively 
small profit, and the net earnings for 
the year, while §.100,050.7(1 in e.Kcess of 
tlii^ year before, were not in iirnjiortii.u 
to the increase in the gross earnings. 
The average grain jiop of ISSS in On- 
tario resulted in agralifyiiiginiprovement 
in tho gro.ss earnings and profits of 
tho last quarter of the year, iKjtwith- 
standing an unusually bad harvest in 
Manitoba and the first ipiarter of tlm 
present year shows still a greater im- 
nrovenient. The jirofits for daniiary, 
i''ebriiary and March having been i>i->,- 
097, H.'iti, more than for the L-orre3])onii - 
ing three months of ISSS, and with 
average crops this impiovonioiit sliouki 
continue throughout tin- j'car. .Several 
inipcu-laiit sources of trallic «-hicli wore 
counted on at tlu^ time of the last 
annual meeting soiui to swell the 
earnings of the company were ]jrac- 
tically unavailable during the year. The 
.■\mericaii railways west uf .Sault St" 
-Maiie, connecting .-Mgoma braiicli were 
delayed in completion by an nnfin'orabU- 
season. I'he one to ,St. Paul and Minne- 
apoliHwiiH uvnilabln for through trallic 
to limited extent during tho greater part 
o( the year, but was not fully com- 
pleti;d till too late in the season to just- 
ify tlio establishment of througb jja.w- 
oiigor sorrice. The line to Dulutli w.is 
not ready for either through" freight m 
passenger trallic wiieii wintorset in. The 
lino to St. Paul and Minneapolis will h- 
fully opened for traffic on the second 
proximo, and that to Duluth ver y soon 
thereafter. The completion of the ,\i 
lantic & Northwest Railway (yon 1 rom 
puiiy's leased line to the maritime pro 
inces) was also delayed by unfavorabl, 
weather as well as by. unexpected d i Hi - 
culties in ■oonstrnctioii. It was not 
quite ready for ti;iflic at tin- 
dose of the year, but will bo fully 
opened on the 2nd luo.viinn. Tl-.e dc- 
lopnient of Iratlic, es-pecially in tlic 
nc« cr districts traversed by vT'iir rail- 
v.-ay lines, is iii'ist gratifying. Many 
sections which at lirst proiuised uotliiiC: 
are alread}- oontributiiig niati rially t^- 
tho earningH of the company, and yoiii 
lirectors an; conlidcnt tiia't their' ox- 
lectiiticuis as stated in eiirlicn- repiii t;: 
that the most iiiipinmi^ing .soi l ii'iiK 
would become sclf-sustn ining, will be 
very soon realized. Tlie iiicreasu in 
reage alieady seeded in the iiorlli- 
west lor I lie coming sci.sou is iiiiii:li 
reater than ever before.

The townaitos along tho line which have 
as far us possfblu boon secured for tli • 
bcnoiit of the company are contributin , 
handsomely to its revenues. The Mnle< 
from townsites lost year were li52l9,8'JV. 
anil the total wiles to 31st Deccmbei 
last have been $1,3Q0,.127. Only a small 
proporticn of tho company'* iutoront in 



townsite has as yet been disposed of and 
its receipts from this source will rapiilly 
increiise as the country increases in 
pi/pulatioii. At Vancouver alone the 
sales from the townsites last year 
were S-lS;i,98t making a total of S8G8,- 
0.)9 since the town was laid out three 
years ago. That city has already ten 
thousand inhabitants and is still grow- 
ing rapidly. From the proceeds of tho 
townsite large and haiidsonie hotels have 
been built and equipped at HaiiH" in the 
I Cauiiili.Ui lliicky Mountain rai lt, and at 
^^lnconver, altogether, with a nninlier 
of other buildings at the latter point, 
these hotels have already had u. marked 
eli'ect in attracting through p.issongerH 
and tourists, and they will soon be 
numbered among the available assets of 
the coni)iauy in addition to those shown 
in the balance sheet, Thu railway sys- 
tom of tlio company has boon thorough- 
ly well uMintained . and is in excellent 
condition throughout, and the entire 
cost of niainteiianco and renewals is in- 
cluded Ul the working expenses. A 
largo number of wooden bridges and 
other structures between Lake Nipissing 
and VViuiiipeg have been replaced by 
embatikniouts or other permanent work, 
and it is desirable that the remainder 
should bo similarly dealt with as rapid- 
Ij' as the means at the disposal of tlio 
company will permit, in order to save the 
largo expense of watchmen and repairs 
ami renewals. The number of the sti iic- 
turos has been greatly reduced since the 
line was o])onod fin- traflic. The expen- 
sive works which were coiiinienced 
thri.'o years ago for the protection of 
the raihs ay in I be inounlains from snow, 
were completed iluring the past year in 
a most thorough and substantial niaii- 
ner, and the directoi-s are conlident that 
no serious detention to trains in winter 
is now likely to occur. During tlii'pa^l 
winter 1 he traiiscoiitiiieiital trains iir- 
riM-d al both ends practically on tinu'. 
One detention of thirleeii hours oc- 
cnrreil, but this did not result from 
snow or stress of weather. A large 
part of the ex[iciiditure charged to the 
const ruct ion and improveiiieiit on the 
Pacilic Division >vas made on the sec- 
tion built by the ( loverniiieiit, and llii.s 
is expected will be recovered as one of 
the results of the arbitration now gidiig 
"U between the ( iovermiiciit nnd the 
company respecting that seclioii, wliicli 
will probably leucli a conclusion before 
the end of the present year. 

A second elevator, of 1,500,000 bush- 
els capacity, has been erected ut Fort 
William, .and a third of ''like cajiaciiy 
has been commenced and will bo completed 
ill time to meet the requirements of the 
coming season's crop. The improvo- 
uients of the various lines worked by the 
company, tho facilities provided and the 
liirgc number of very heavy loconiotivos 
that were added to the e(|uipnieiit dur- 
ing the year have favorably ali'ected the 
working expense of the past seven 
nionths. On some sections of tlie line 
the number of freight curs to a locomo- 
tive has lieen fully doubled. The leased 
portion of the Atlantic and 
Xorth-West railway (constituting the 
short line to the muritime provinces) 
which at thedateof ihelast aiiuiiul repoit 
was under consideration, is practically 
ooniploted and ready for trallic. Its 
cost, owing to unexpected dilliculties in 
construclioii, ami to an extremely un- 
favorable season, Avas much larger than 
was antici|)ated, and the proceeds of tlm 
bonds issued fin' its constructitui jn'oved 
inadequate. Tliis work was carried on 
by the Atlantic and Northwest Rnilway 
company for the account of tho (Jauadian 
I'acilic, and the delicit had therefore to 
be j)roviiled for from the gcnen l funds 
of the company. It is pmiioscd, there- 
fore, to recoup to the ti'easury of the 
company the auumiit advanced for this 
purpose, togelhor with the over expen- 
iliture on tho Montreal new entrance 
and st-ation (also V)uilt under tho ]>owers 
of tho xV. it X. W. Ry. coinpauy) by the 
issue of four per cent, consolidated 
debenture stock in lieu of tho §,'!,IX)0 
Atlantic and Northwest guaranteed 
preference stock as authorized by the Act 
ofDomiiiionParliamentappendodtheroto.

.1 FOOLISIf FAITH. 

Tlio faith wliicli some people liave in 
governments is simply stupendous, ami 
the dependence they place on them is 
almost cliildlike. 'I'liey look to gov- 
ernment in all contingencies ami expect, 
government to lio for them what they 
are too iiiieiilcr]jrisiiig ami too iiiiintelU 
gent to do for tlieniaelves. With tliem 
nothing can be. done without the aid 
and the interference of government. 
These people detest socialism tkI they 
fairly shudder when any tnlks of 

communism in their preseii'^e. Rut they 
are themselves socialist.s ami commun- 
iata without knowing it, i'or what is 
socialism but giving the state power to 
do what bos hitherto been done by 
private energy and enterprise. It is to 
relegate almost everything to the state 
or community, and tn leave as litlle as 
pos.siblc to be done by the imlividual. 
An example of wliat wo mean is a pro- 
posal made by an apparently intelligent 
farmer of Prince ' Ed^ird Coun- 
ty, Ontario, in .the.' :M6ritreal Wit- 
ness, to convert the provincial govern- 
ment into an immense loan company to 
advance mnii y to luTcly farmers on 
mortga^'j. He conipluins of the difli- 
culty tliat farmers And in getting money 
on the security of their farms, 
of the heavy interest asked by 
trust and loan companies and by indi- 
vidual capitalists, and of the extortion- 
ate charges of lawj'ers. Oovermiient, 
he says, can borrow money at tliree 
and four per cent, and farmers have to 
pay six per cent. Why does not the 
Qovernment borrow money at the low 
rate of interest and lend it to farmers on 
liberal terms V 1 le thiiil;s it hard that 
the (loverumenl shoiiM stauil liy and 
see farmers sull'eriiig for tli<.' want of a 
little money without reaching out a 
hand to help them. He cannot see that 
it is just as unreasonable to require gov- 
ernment to become a dealer in tea and 
sugar, Ijoots and shoes, dry goods, 
chairs and tables, and evorytliiiig elst 
that is sold or made in llie coiiiitrv, as 
to dcmaiul that it shall eii^'at^e in tin 
money-lending business. 'J'he dealer.'- 
in all the things we have mentioned, in 
order to live and carry on their busine.is, 
must make a profit, and thecon.suiiier fre- 
quently thinks that their sliare of tin- 
selling price is inucb greater than in 
fairness ilu-y are eiititlecl to. liiit if the 
Government added to its legitimate 
business that of banking or money Icnil- 
ing, or of manufacturing, it would take 
from useful citizens the busi- 
ness by which tliey earn an honest 
living ; it would opi-n the dooi 
wide for con iiplioii and fa\ ' )i it ism and il 
would not do business at all cheaper 
than itisdonehow.for Government hard- 
ly ever gets its work done as cliea|dy as 
private business men do, whether it is 
kci-pin.; .iccouiils lU' building post-of- 
fices; ami uois'. than all, laUiiig froin 
the people imtcntives for (■.xci li.iii and 
withdrawing the stimulus of competi- 
tion, would make them lazy, listless 
and iiiiprovidcut and they would 
become more and more dependent 
upon the fJovornmont to supply ali 
their wants. Take thin matter of 
adv.iiK-iiij; money lo larmers on the se- 
curity of tln/ir html. The ililliciilly nf 
getting money is a good thing, as it pre 
vents their applying for it needlessly. 
There are ninny who say, and with good 
reason, that money is already too easily 
obtaimid on niorlgagi'. The hardships 
of which the ( Int. irio farmer comphiiis 
may be blessin-s in disguise to maii.\' 
men, for tliey aii' cliei;l;s on their goin;. 
into debt. The machinery of society a.' 
at present works roughly ,tnd inllict> 
hardsliip on many, but rough as it is, it 
works belter than any socialistic nysteni 
that has yet be«.-n tried. It should never 
be forgotten that the peo)de in the end 
pay for eviM-ytliing. ( Jovi'mment is a 
mere machine; it produces nothing; it 
cannot croato as much as a loaf of bread. 
If it undertakes to lend money the 
people must pay tlic in; > i l ; nd the ex 
penses of the mom-y-leiuhng bnreiius, 
and they must niaUe gourl all lossi;;.. 
\Vhen the wlnde bill (■oiiies to lie madr 
out the farmer may lind to his great 
surprise that his apparently olteap gov- 
ernment nionoy lias cost the Province n 
groat deal more than if it had been pro- 
cured in the old way that ho conaidon 
lio hard. 

If the liiaMor is cirifuUy thought 
over and giivurntnent divoHtial of the 
miraculouB attributes whicli so many 
give it credit for possessing, clear 
houiht'I men will eonuluilo that it is best 
for i^overiiiiitMit to slick lo its own 
proper businosa, which is to protect the 
Uv«8, the property and the charaoter of 



THE ELECTRIC LIGHT CO. AND 
THE TRAMWAY CO.'S 

On Weiiesday , evenlrig there was 
read at the Aldernianic Board a memor- 
ial from the Klectric Light Co. The 
memorial called the attention of the 
Board to the charter of the Tramway 
I'ompany, wliich gives that company 
power to transact a general lighting 
'^liUsi^ess. The petitioners conteiuUMl 
thai the adoption of the Guaraute- Hy- 
Law as it reads will iniiiut uijury on t lu' 
lighting company's interests, and sug- 
gested tlio insertion of the following 
clauao in the by-law : 

"That the liability of the corporation 
ehaU'ioeaae whenever and so soon as the 
said ^National Tramway and Lighting 
Co. shall embark in the general business 
of electric lighting within the city." 

At first sight the objection appearetl 
to us to be well groumled, and the pro- 
posed insertion a very proper one; but 
upon"'_eiii|uiry at the City Hall we learn 
that at tlic meeting when the by-law- 
was passed thq objection since advanced 
by the Electric Light Company was 
urged by -■Vldermaii Wilson, upon whose 
.-'Uggest ion and upon the advice of th 
Mayor ami city barristora the followin 
clause was ordered toibe.inserted : 

10. Tliis by-law aiid the liability of 
the said corporation ' is subject to the 
condition that the moneys expended by 
the coni]iany to obtain the benefit of this 
■_'uaraiitee and the moneys obtained 
from the iiroceeils of the lionds in re- 
spect of wliich .nteresl is guaranteed bv 
corporation shall be bonn tide expended 
liy said c(Mnpaiiy in and towai'ds th 
conatructien of a street railway and fo 
no other purijose. 

It would seem from the above that 
the interest.s of companies and indi 
vidwals are suliiciently guanleil, am 
tliat as far a.-* the city had the right to 
control the expenditum.pf , the tramway 
conipauy the aldermen ;havo done so. 
But it is another thing to ask the com 
pany to surrender a part of the pow ers 
and priviligcs they hold under the char 
ter, for the sake of receiving the ginu 
antee, when no portion of the inoiiej- 
expended by the company to obtain th 
benefit of tlii^ guarantee and tlie monoya 
obi»ine^', froni,, .. tUe' ..^proceeds of ; the 
bonds in respect of which -interest is to 
he guaranteed, can bo expenilcd for 
othiM- than tramway purposes. Tlic 
acceptance of the guarantee by thi 
jompany will entitle the corporation ti 
a repreaciitation at the Board of Direc 
tors, and "^.th^^bbo the company 
win at all times be subject ; to' a civic 
audit; so that, supposing ' {the money.- 
to be devoted to other than their legit i 
mate purposes, or the poles and wii e; 
tobeufe'.l for other than trainway ])iir 
poses, this fact would immediately be 
come known and the gttarantee would 
cease fortliM'ith. 



THE RAGE CONFLICT. 

The negro problem is puzzling many 
of our neighbors. What are we to do 
with the black man? is the (|ue3tioii 
rt-hich they are trying to solve North 
and South. Tlie constitution ha.s trans 
formed him from d slave into a citizen, 
but is he fit to exercise the privileges of 
a citizen? The North says "Let him 
try." The men of the South reply 
pretty plainly, "We won't." The ai 
guinent used l)y the friends of the ni: 
gro is th.it to exercise the privileges' of 
a free man is the best way to tcacl 
him to be a good and an intelligent citi 
jzen, '>ut Southetnar8i«i^^ g^j^ 
•wo tp.doA?hiie .he.is being educated, pro 
vided that he iseducable up to tin 
point of'.gbod'citizenship, which in oiu 
opinion is very (inestionable. " .-Xs : 
matter of fact the negro of the .^nuili 
although the franchise has Ijcen extend 
ed- to him, is, .virtually, .not allowed tu 
vote. Electioi'iB invarialjly terminate in 
favor of the white party, no matter how 
strung the negroes may be nil 
nieiically. 'I'liis in generally im 
deratood ami [irotestcd a'-ain> 
in the North, but no remedy ha: 
been found for the injustice. Many, in 
deed, do not tlunk it an injustice 
at all. 'Pile negro is too ignorant to ex 
ercise tin- franchise intelligeiitly, they 
assert, and it is no injustice or niikind- 
iicss to deprive him of power that hi! 
does not know how to use either for hi^ 
own benefif^or the boiielit of ids neigh- 
l>ora.' ',Np'.ope' ia.cpnsidered unjust whe 
take% an. edged. iopl put of the hands of 
a child, and. the .franchise is an edged 
tool in the haud8;-of the negro popiih 
tioii of tlie Soiltlii' who, taken gcnei ally, 
are, as far as their ability to use it 
concerned, mere children. It may 
.said that in the North hundreds ot 
thousands pofsws, tite , f ranoliise, who in 
intelligence are not many degrees above 
the negroes of the .South, and no great 
harm eome.i of allowing them to vote. 
P)Ut these igiioiaul voters, il is cou- 
lended, are improvable. Besides, tliey 
ai'e in the miilat of an intelligent popu- 
lation and are influenced by thinking 
men of both aides of politics. On the 
wlicde the unthinking, ignorant mass of 
voters in the North is pretty fairly 
ilivideil, SI) that one moiety of them in 
politics ueuli'iilizi-s the other. But it is 
diireiunt with the negiocs of the .South. 
I II many jdaces they foi in a great major- 
ity of tin; iiopulution, and their ten- 
dency is to follow one another like u 
dock of sheep. If they wore perfectly 
free to exorcise their rights the white 
population of some states would be un- 
der the rule of llie ignorant negro popu- 
lation, or what would in' tlioircHtima 
tion be uoise, obliged to submit to the 
yoke of unprincipled white men who 
had gained their confidence. 

The Hitmitiiui, it will ho seen, is "full 
of ditliculties, out of which aa yet no 
way can ho aoen. The people of the 
north will never consent to the disfran 
chiscmeiil of the negroes, and nothing 
less tliaii this will satisfy tlie white peo- 
ple among whom they live. An educa- 
tional (itialifieation for electors would 
siniidify matters a litlle, for this would 
disfriincliiae a very hirgo proiiortion of 
tlie iiogroea now ontitl9d to vole. Bui 
if iiilcliigeiicc is to be made a test of lit- 
tiess tu vote, wiiy sliould it bo confined 
to the soutli ? And oven if the present 
generation of ne^ro free men wei'o dia- 
franclilsed this would nob prevent their 



rfice from increasing, and it is this rapid 
increase that fonns one of the gravest 
features of the negro -problem in the 

States. Even if the negro ia deprived 
of poi'iticii'. rights can a country pros- 
per the grout bulk of whose population 
is an inferior race who cannot exercise 
the rights of citizens. It seems to us 
that a ciniiitry so situated would be in a 
y bad way. The best thing that the 
Southurnera can do is to educate their 
negro neighbors— to give them a fair 
chance. If they arc improvable and ca- 
pable of becoming good self-governing 
citizens then there will be some hope 
foi' their country. If they are not civ- 
ilizalile beyi.inil a cert.iin point then the 
future of the south ia dark, hiileed.

Tlie most im- 
portant arc between Toronto (or 
CooksvilKi, and lluniilton, Ifaniilton and 
Niagara Kails and Hamilton and 
Woodstock, and will rec|uiie short 
' linos of ;!(), I.'i and -17 miles 
respuctivoly. The South Overland I'a- 
cific Railway Co., a friendly <irgaiu/.ii- 
tion, is likely soon to provide these 
coiinectioua. The construction of these 
short lines will give your company in- 
dependent access to Hamilton, the 
third city iu imxiortunco in Canada, and 
the important manufacturiuK towns of 
BraiitCord, Dundds, Stu . Catharines, 
Thorold, and at the same tinie oQbrd a 
much desired conneotion between 
the independent American rail- 
ways centering at the Kiagara Fulls 
and tliose west of Detroit ana an urg- 
ently iieeded connection between yoitr 
lines and tlurae leading to Kevr York, 
Niagara FallS and Butfalo. The only 
other conueotibui that remain to be es- 
tablished is one from tlie south end of 
your St. Lawrence bridge, near Mou- 
treivl, northwesterly to a junction with 
the Konui, Wiitertown and Ogilensbnrg 
railway near Dundee.

Ex-Mayor Fill Gives His Opinion of Its 
Oaune— Tho Electric Hiillway a Splen- 
dld .SiiccesB, and Just ilio Thing for 
Vietnrla. 

Ex-Mayor , lames Fell was a passen- 
ger by the North Pacilio last even- 
ing. He left here on Tuesday for the 
piiiliose of seeing for himself the work- 
ing of the electric railway iu Seattle, 
and now says that after careful iiuiiiiry 
and examination, he is satislied witii the 
state of perfection the system lias li.-en 
brought to, and he has iin hesitation in 
stathig that for Victoria it is better 
adapted than the horse-car aysteiii. Its 
cost for working and completion will be 
small compared with the cost of other 
systems. Anyone that has not seen the 
working of the electric railway will be 
just as much surprised at the perfection 
to which it has bcuii brouglit as Mr. 
Fell was, and he feels conlideut that it 
will be one of the greatest stieeesses in 
our city ot any undertaking that has 
ever been carried into successful ojiera- 
tion. ' 

"When the bylaw comes before the
